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BANKS BIGGEST 
FARM LENDERS 
GAIN IN 1957 


Alabama banks were serving 
farmers with more credit than 
any other group of lenders on 
January 1 of this year, accord- 
ing to John F. Brunson, ppre- 
sident of the Elba Exchange 
Bank, who represents the Ala- 
bama Bankers Association as 
Coffee County Key Banker. 
During 1957, the state’s banks 
maintained their leadership in 
agriculiural credit services. 

Based on the seventeenth 
annual farm lending summary 
of the Agricultural Commission 
of the American Bankers As- 
sociation, Mr. Brunson report- 
el that “at the beginning of 
the year, Alabama bankers 
were helping farmers’ with 
$58,636,000 in loans, 10 percent 
more than a year previous. 
This total included $35,683,000 
in production loans and $22,- 
953,000 in agriculture mortga- 
ges. On the same date, $13,358,- 
000 in agricultural loans were 
held by insurance companies; 
$43,179,000 by Federal Land 
Banks; $10,708,000 by Product- 
ion Credit Associations; and 
$6,009,000 in nonreal estate 
loans plus $20,154,000 in real 
estate loans by the Farmers 
Home Administration. It can 
be seen from these figures that 
more than two thirds of the 
production credit used by Ala- 
bama farmers came from 
banks,” 

Mr. Brunson said that more 
and more, the banks in Alaba- 
ma find that farmers need a 
new type of credit to help fin- 
ance the rapid increase in ca- 
pital requirements. To meet 
this changing need, an increa- 
sing amount of agricultural 
credit from Alabama banks is 
On an intermediate term re- 
payment basis. 

Intermediate term loans are 
most frequently needed for 
“machinery and equipment, 
livestock, soil improvements, 
additional land, and refinan- 
cing short term notes. Over 
one half of all real estate cre- 
dit is used to finance those in- 
termediate type capital expen- 
ses. 

As a further service to help 
farmers improve their operat- 
ions, about one third of all 
other bank agricultural loans 
have a repayment program 
longer than one year. Banks 
serve farmers with far more 
intermediate term credit than 
any other group of lenders. 

Mr. Brunson believes that 
farmers and bankers working 


together in this way help make ~ 


Alabama agriculture more 
prosperous. 

Mr. Brunson reported _ that 
over 97 per cent of the insur- 
ed commercial banks in Alaba- 
ma are serving agriculture’s 
credit needs.

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GOVERNMENT IN 
COFFEE COSTS 
BELOW AVERAGE 


New York— Residents of Cof- 
fee County pay less, on a per 
capita basis, for the operation 
vf their local governments 
than do people in most parts 
of the United States. 

This was learned from a new 
Federal report on public em- 
ployment at the local level, It 
is based on data collected by 
the Commerce Department, 
through its 1957 Census of 
Governments, from every sect- 
ion of the country. 

U. S. Not Included 

Comparative figures are gi- 
ven to show size of payrolls 
and number of people employ- 
ed by each county, municipal- 
ity, township, school district 
and special district. Those 
working for the Federal fOv- 
ernment or for the state are 
not included. 

In Coffee County, the report 
shows, the payroll for-zall local 
government workers totaled 
$126,800 a month. 

This cost, divided equally a- 
mong all residents of the coun- 
ty, represented an Outlay of 


, $4.34 a month per inhabitant. 


Less Than Most 

It was less than was paid in 
most other counties in the 
United States, the average be- 
ing $7.12 per capita per month. 

It was less also than the ay- 
erage cost in the State of Ala. 
bama, $4.96 per capita. 

The census study lists a to- 
tal of 680 people employed by 
the various units of local gov- 
ernmetns within the county. 
This number includes 578 em- 
ployed on a full time basis, 
the others being part timers. 

To get an understanding of 
how this stacks up with public 
employment in other counties, 
it was necessary that the num- 
ber of part time workers be re- 
duced to its full time equiva- 
lent. This was done. for all 
counties and comparisons then 
made. 

: One in 49 

As adjusted, Coffee County 
is shown to have one employee 
for every 49 local residents. 

This was low in the light of 
the situation in other areas. 
The average in the United 
States was one person on lo- 
cal public payrolls per 48 peo- 
ple..In the State of Alabama, 
however, the average was one 
for every 51 people. 

In general, such employment 
is on the rise throughout the 
country as local governments, 
pressed for more services, ex- 
pand to meet the demand. It 
has grown 20 per cent in the 
last five years, a period in 
which U. S. Government em- 
ployment rose about 7 percent. 


Peanut Market In 
Southeast Set Back 
Southeast farmers who pro- 
duce the Dixie Runner peanut 
have been dealt another blow 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, according to H. H. 
Knowles, president of the Ala- 
bama Peanut Producers Assoc. 
It happened when the sup- 
port price level of  Virginia- 
type peanuts was lowered and 
the Dixie Runner was being 
pegged at a higher price.

Results—Knowles declares it 
will give the Virginia grower 
an unfair advantage over the 
Southeastern grower by  per- 
mitting him to. market his 
crop surpluses while the Dixie 
Runner surplus gets bigger. 

Basic support on the Runner 
was fixed at $200.50 per ton, an 
increase of $3.81 compared to 
last year’s price. 

Upsets Differentials 

At the same time the USDA 
arrived at a support of $224.90 
for Virginia nuts compared to 
$236.80 for last year.

many have gone elsewhere on 
that account; the results have 
shown in trade figures; proof 
is cited by the fact that a drive 
about the Public Square any 
Saturday shows less automo- 
biles than a year ago.

Advantages Claimed were: 

Persons with offices and pla- 
ces of business downtown no 
longer park in the business dis- 
trict all day thus making it 
possible for persons doing busi- 
ness downtown to find a park- 
ing space easily; a business re-

Conservation News 


Population wise the U.S. is 

erowing at a rapid rate. This 
growth is noted in large indus- 
trial areas. More people require 
more food, water, houses, 
clothing and services such as 
roads, airports, electrical pow- 
er, and many other items.

vation, poor terracing, lack of 
factors 
arm has failed to provide 
a living for ‘these people. They 
have gone to seek a better liy- 
ing, 

Will the following generation 
find that we have not done 
what we should to help con- 
serve the soil and natural re- 
Sources? Will it be said that we 
were a neglectful and waste- 
ful generation? We should all 
pull together in a common ef- 
fort to conserve our soil and its 
Natural resources, 

Soil Conservation personnel 
recently assisted Mixon Bailey 
with a conservation farm plan 
on his farm. It was decided 
that row crops will be kept on 
the most level land which has 
& potential of producing the 
best crops. - 

There is less chance of eros- 
ion on this land and high 
crop yields can be more easily 
maintained. Bahia grass is be- 
ing planted on the steeper 
slopes on the farm. This will be 
used for pasture or rented as 
conservation reserve land. 

Some of the better lowland 
is being cleared for pasture 
production. Due to _ erosion 
much of top soil is found in 
the lowland areas, 

Waterways and field borders 
are to be planted to _ bahia 
grass. Bahia is used because it 
does not become a pest and can 
be destroyed as the need aris- 
es. Yet, bahia has a strong root 
System and is capable of with- 
Standing hard rains and excess 
runoff water. These areas fur- 
nish hay and frosted grazing. 

A 15 acre pond was construct- 
ed last fall. It has been stocked 
with bream and bass in correct 
proportions, The pond is being 
fertilized to maintain growth 
both in number and size of 
fish. Mr. Bailey states that he 
will open the pond next spring

Flies 


Did you ever try to sleep 
with a fly buzzing around and 
settling down on you occasion- 
ally? Makes you mighty un- 
comfortable doesn’t it? Last 
week I saw several herds of 
Cattle practically covered with 
horn flies. They tell me that a 
bunch of horn flies will suck 
a gallon of blood from a cow 
in a 24 hour period. In addition 
to the blood loss, just think of 
all the discomfort and the tail 
Switching and head and feet 
work necessary to battle the 
flies. Cows won't gain weight 
and theyll give less milk dur-- 
ing the sunvol “fly invasion.” 

But horn flies can easily be 
conirolied on beef cattle and 
dry dairy cattle by using 6 
pounds of wettable 50 per cent 
DDT in 25 gallons of water. On 
cow milked, use Metho- 
xychlor (follow directions on 
container). This is something 
4-H boys can do. Ina _ few 
cows, you can mix spray mater- 
ial and put it on with a ragsif 
you don't have a spray gun.

Bill Ward, Mt. Zion; Mrs. M, M. 
Newsome, Perdue; Mrs. J.. &. 
Foster, Mt. Pleasant. I’m sure 
there are many others who 
have their freezers filled to 
capacity. : 

Mrs. R. P. Wilson showed 
club members some of the 
prettiest apple jelly, made 
from the cores and the peel- 
ings. She had then frozen the 
remaining apples in bags for 
cobblers this winter. To freeze 
apples, cut them into sections 
of uniform thickness (about 12 
Sections for medium sized ap- 
ples; more for larger apples te 
insure sufficient scalding). 

Scald slices in boiline water 
one and one-half to two min- 
ules to prevent darkening, 

Then pack in one part . by 
weight of sugar to three 
four parts by weight of fruit 
(1 cup sugar to 5 cups fruit}: 
or pack in syrup to cover (3 to 
4 cups Sugar to 4 cups water). 

Several days ago Mr. W. A 
Ruffin, Extension Specialist in 
Entomology visited, in ¢ 
county. We received some o 
information from him on 
trol of the house fly, mosaqui 
toes and the troublesome 
bug. For the water bug he re 
commended using 3 oz. of 50 
per cent or 57 per cent mala- 
thion mixed in a good commer- 
cial house hold Spray. This 
Should be applied along the 
base boards, doors, windows, 
and behind refrigerators, in- 
Side cabinets, etc., being care- 
ful not to get it on any open 
food, utensils or dishes. Apply 
a second spray 10 days later 
and a 3rd spray a month later.
